“missing’' but did not reveal any 
additional Information 
Thi.» m orning’s telegram revealed 
th a t Sergeant Pecher is in the hands 
of the Japanese but it failed to con­ 
tain 
any 
information 
as 
to 
his 
whereabouts. Some time elapses be- 
before definite information as to 
the prison camp in which lie is con­ 
fined is revealed. 
Was in Java 
In other Instances the In tern a­ 
tional Red Cross contacts American 
prisoners of war and then im parts 
w hatever inform ation It can gather 
to the parents. 
Sergeant Peeper enlisted In Hie 
Army June I, 1939. at Baltimore. 
On April IO. 19*2. a letter was 
received from the soldier, the last 
his parents have had. 
It was so 
heavily censored that there was little 
or no Information in It. He did tell 
his parents th a t he had suffered 
“some m isfortune.” In February of 
the same year Sergeant Becher was 
reported to have been In Java.

Lewis* only way to retaliate then 
was to get G reen expelled from the 
United Mine Workers, which he did 
prom ptly. 
This left Green in an 
em barrassing 
position, 
until

M usicians' union came along with 
an honorary membership for him. 
Since then, lie and LewLs have ex- j 
changed some harsh words 
Lewis forgets like an elephant. j 
His tim e may come in October, 
when the annual federation con­ 
vention and election takes place. If 
G reen retires it will be done grace­ 
fully, perhaps on r pension.
